Congratulations on your new space. 


My shack is also on the second floor of a detached structure. I built the 
building myself-- before I got back into amateur radio however. 


A very good friend of mine, who by the way is a wise old broadcast 
engineer, told me flat out that I would always have trouble with RF in 
comparison to a shack on the ground floor given the same amount and quality 
of grounding. 


Therefore I did the very best job I could to keep as much RF where it belonged. 
My system is this: 


A 1/2" piece of copper pipe runs the length of my operating desk and all 
rigs and auxillary equipment are bonded to this pipe with short lengths of 
braid. I use a crimp connector on the equipment end and a hose clamp on the 
pipe end. My antenna patch panel (or transfer switch) is also connected to 
this pipe. From the pipe there is a #6 wire running through the wall and 
directly down to an 8' ground rod. 


My 55' 25-G tower sits about 10' from the shack wall (right next to the 
house) and I load it on 75 meters using a shunt feed. There are 8 radials 


coming out from the tower in different directions. Each radial is 
terminated with a 4' copper ground rod. The tuning network for the shunt 
feed is on the shack exterior wall about 12' above the ground. The ground 
return from this circuit goes directly to the main RF ground rod (above) 
which is in turn bonded to the tower radial system. Just to make sure, the 
whole gig is bonded to the copper water main. 


I believe I have done the best I can for a second story ham shack. I runa 
30S-1 on 10-15-20-40 and have very little trouble except for the cheap 
phones and the big stereo in the house. On 75 there is so much RF 
everywhere it makes the cat's back arch when I key the mike (no really but 
close)! This is due to the shunt feed and the closeness of the radiator. 
One of these days we'll be out in the country!!! 


The big thing to remember is to provide a single point, low-impedance path 
to ground for your RF return. Lightning protection for me is good because I 
present the lighting a good direct path to ground. The antenna coaxes run 
underground in PVC drain pipe and they present a high-impedance path for 
the lightning. I always unhook the antenna system and ground it when I am 
not on the air (as well and the rotor cables). 


The Polyphaser company has an excellent series of publications on lightning 
protection. Their products are expensive but much less than the price of a 
cooked rig. See ads in QST and CQ. 


Hope this is of some benefit for you and the group.

This is a good general purpose lubrication system, and I don't have any 
problems with it. 


I will offer a simpler method that has worked for me for the past 25 years, 
and I run about a dozen different dynamotors on various machines from the 
least arcus-fivus receivers to the greatest angry-19 monsters from the 
late 50's...... 


1. Remove dynamotor end bells. 
2. Remove cover cap on the bearings (as Al mentioned DONT LOSE THE 
screws, especially if you want to safety-wire the beast closed). 


3. Check the bearings for dead, dry grease, and wipe out any excess 
hardened grease with a soft, lintless rag. You will probably 
not have to totally disassemble the bearings and clean in solvent, 
especially if you use the oil procedure in 4) below, since it 
will soften the hardened grease inside the bearings. 


4. Pack with automotive wheel-bearing grease (available everywhere), 
OR carefully drip in 3-5 drops of an oil (I keep a squirt can of 
10W30 automotive oil for this purpose and drip a couple of drops 
into each bearing while hand rotating the armature to work the 
oil into the recesses). DONT LAUGH, this has worked for me for 


25 years. Your mileage may vary. Automotive wheel-bearing grease 
works well, although not really any better than plain motor oil. 
My guess is that a good synthetic oil might work a little better, 
but, Since proper maintenance requires relubing every 6 mos., or 
every 100 hours of operation, I usually just keep the oil can 
handy. I prefer the oil drop method, myself, unless a total 
overhaul is required, and I have only had to do that once so far. 


5. Close the bearing covers after properly replacing shims and gaskets. 
(Good 40 or 60 pound linen or card-stock will make a good gasket in 
a pinch -- it should not be too thick, nor too thin). 


6. Run up the dynamotor with the end bells OFF for several minutes to 
make sure everything is properly seated. Then, retighten the bearing 
caps (they will sometimes be a bit loose after running-in seating). 


7. With the motor stopped, check that the brush caps are well finger 
tight (not excessively tight, but good and finger tight). At this 
time, you might want to remove one and only one brush at a time for 
inspection, and replace it in its EXACT 3-dimensional orientation. 
Replace any that are worn excessively. NOTE: In 25 years of running 
dynamotors I have only had to replace ONE set of brushes, and some 
of mine have been in use for 15 years, at several hours a month. 
Brushes should last hundreds of hours if properly seated. Proper 
periodic lubing is much more important, usually. 


7. Replace end bells and away you go until the next maintenance period. 


Note: This procedure has worked for me for 25 years, and I basically 
swear by it and have never needed anything more drastic. PROPER TIMELY 
PERIODIC MAINTENANCE will keep your dynamotors running for many, many 
years. Rarely will brushes need replacement, and even more rarely will 
armature turnings be required to face the commutators. I had only one 
out of some 50 dynamotors that I have used over the years that needed 

a turning in an auto generator shop. 


Note: In stationary operation, it is proper to run dynamotors with the 
end bells removed for proper air circulation and to keep the beast cool. 
You may do this for any dynamotor that does not have a built-in fan 

air circulator. DONT remove end bells on fan-cooled dynamotors, when 
running. Also, remember that HV is present on open end bells on the 

HV end of the armature --- use proper caution and safety around HV. 
Else, run them closed and if they get more than warm to the touch, 

put a small fan blowing across the dynamotor. 


That is all I can think of right now...... (I though this had been 


written up several years back, but maybe it has vaporized).

According to a Tung-Sol brochure (number T-23, no date), the 6080WA is 
a ruggedized 6080, and the 6082WA is a ruggedized 6082WA. The 6080WB 
and 6082WB are: 


Hard glass, twin power triode for use in high ambient 
temperature and under sustained vibration. Non-char, 
glass-bonded mica base wafer. 


Hard glass is the generic term for what Corning sells as Pyrex. Melts 
at a much higher temperature, you can run the tube damn hot without 
worring about the glass melting and blowing the vacuum. Also real 
handy at high altitude, where the near-non-existent air can't carry 
the heat away from the glass. (High vibration handling helps there, 
too.) 


>From what I've read here about the R390 and R390A, the power supply 
there definitely qualifies as "high ambient temperature." 


Tung-Sol's 6080, 6080WA, 6080WB, and 6082WB were noted to have "military 
qualification approval." 


Also, Tung-Sol's data sheet (in their three volume set) for the 6080WA 
notes that the internal mount is spring mounted, for resistance to 
mechanical shock. 


Of course, unless you drop the R390 (watch your foot!), mechanical 
shock is an unlikely event...

I am squeezing this post in between bouts of jury duty. Folks, they 
don't let you out of this "civic duty" easily. I had to come in to the 
plant this morning and give my talk to the Eastman Worldwide Technical 
Conference, only to leave immediately afterward, drive to the county 
seat, and show up at court! 


On the issue of what value of resistance to place in parallel with 
capacitors to balance their voltage when wired in series, the best answer 
is "as low as practical". The lower the resistor value, the better it 
will swamp the leakage resistance of the capacitor. But it does this at 
the expense of current draw and power dissipation. 100 ohms/volt is a 
reasonable value but it also means 10 milliamps of current through the 
resistor. If the supply can handle this extra 10 milliamps, fine. If 

not, you may have to use a higher value. Just remember to calculate the 
power dissipation of this extra bleeder and size the resistors accordingly. 


One point that has been rarely mentioned is the voltage rating of resistors. 
In the good old days of phenolic-cased carbon composition resistors, we 
rarely worried about this. Of course after many years of temperature 
cycling, storage, and ambient humidity we are now seeing the failure of 
many of these resistors, particularly where high voltage is concerned. 


Most modern resistors are carbon film or metal film types. These have 
very definite voltage limitations. The following data is gleaned from 
the Digi-Key catalog for their Yageo axial lead film resistors: 


Type & Precision Wattage Max WV Max Overload Voltage 
Carbon Film % 1/8 w 200 V 400 V 

Carbon Film % 1/4 w 250 V 500 V 

Carbon Film % 1/2 w 350 V 700 V 

Metal Film % 1/4 w 250 V 500 V 

Metal Oxide % 1 w 350 V 

Metal Oxide % 2 Ww 350 V 

Metal Oxide % 3 w 350 V 


Most chip resistors, SIP, DIP and surface mount networks have a maximum 
working voltage of 50 volts. 


Calculate the needed total resistance and determine the power dissipation 
needed. Based on this, come up with a combination of series and parallel 
resistors that can dissipate at least 3 to 4 times what you just 
calculated insuring that each resistor has less than its rated working 
voltage across it. 


As an example, assume you need 50 uF at 600 WVDC and you have two 100 uF 
capacitors rated at 350 WVDC. Using the 100 ohm/volt rule-of-thumb, each 
capacitor will need a resistance of 30K ohms across it. This resistance 
will draw 10 milliamps and dissipate 3 watts. Since each capacitor has 
300 volts across it, the 350 WV rating of the metal oxide resistors is 
suitable. For redundancy, I would use 3 100K, 3W resistors across each 
capacitor. This will give an effective resistance of 33.3K ohms and draw 
9 milliamps. The power dissipation of each resistor will be 300 V x 
Q@.003 A = 0.9 watt. This will give a safety factor of 3.3 for each unit. 
With no additional bleeder resistance, the resulting network will have a 
time constant of slightly over three seconds. [This means wait at LEAST 
20 seconds after you turn off the power to touch the resistors to see how 
hot they get!]

My choice of balancing resistors for series electrolytics has been much 
less than 10 ma. current. After looking at a bunch of ancient 
electrolytics coming back to life, I see leakages in tired caps of 
around 50 microamps/microfarad after they've cooked for a while, and 
this seems fairly constant, both for caps that can be put back in 
service, and caps that have lost their capacitance (but not 
leakage---the number is relative to the original value). This means, 
for 20 mike caps, a leakage under 1 ma. Leakage values on new caps are 
much better, one or two orders of magnitude less. 


I do not "“overcap" on replacement. With a good filter choke in the 
supply, 20 mikes is plenty for a 100 ma. supply, so I'll use 40's in 
series. I'll put 2 ma. throught the bleeder, using 1 watt resistors in 
series so that nominal bleeder current gives 1/2 watt through the 
resistors. That generally takes care of voltage ratings as well. I 
like to keep voltages down below 300 for 1 watt film resistors. 


On a supply that uses a 5U4 or 5R4, with cap input filter, I figure the 
maximum input voltage for 450 volt caps is 750 VCT into a no-bleeder 
load drawing near-zero current until the other tubes warm up. That's 
barely withing the 535 volt surge rating for these caps. If we are 
talking 1000 VCT and cap input, I think we're talking doorknobs or tub 
oil caps, not electrolytics. 


Power supply design is almost always an afterthought in electronics 
design, and there's a lot of stuff out there with power supplies that 


could stand a bit of serious study and rework. Some of the fifties 

and sixties designs originally pushed things mighty hard, using 
electrolytic cap input filters, and designers "saved a buck" by 
avoiding the expense of a choke. 807's and 6146's will swallow 600 
volts on the plates, for class C work, and it's important to get the 
volts up on them, but a 600 volt supply is beyond any conservative 
capability of single electrolytics. The boric acid-based mouse milk 
and aluminum electrolytic technology gets hazy at about 500 volts, and 
I'd just as soon go with a clean design that doesn't use them if I want 
600 volts. The purists can howl to the heavens over changing things, 
but a trip through Seely's "Electronic Engineering," which has enough 
equations (rather than nomographs and charts), and some "what-if" paper 
studies will show you that you can get good ripple control with a 
two-section pi filter, using a choke in the first section, a relatively 
small resistor in the second, and caps around 4 mikes, in supplies 
suitable for push-pull 807's or 6146's running class C. The dollar 
engineers who came up with sixties tube audio used electrolytics and RC 
pi sections, and pushed things to the moon, then used 6L6-on-steroids 
tubes in the output, rather than paying the ante for 807's and LC 
filters with non-electrolytic caps. Some of the ham transmitters used 
very similar technology----sweep tubes, chintzy power supplies, etc., 
that don't have tremendous staying power. If you've got to get a bunch 
of new components, you might as well take a hard look at the design and 
see if you can be a bit more conservative----it helps the smoke stay 
inside the smokeable devices. 


Series electrolytics for 450-600 volt supplies, with 50-100 microamps 
per microfarad bleeder current across the caps, seems reasonable to me. 
If the supply has a voltage-dropping bleeder in the B+, I'd consider 
tying the midpoints of the caps to the main bleeder tap through lower 
value resistors like 2K. This may not "center" the filter caps, but 
will set the series connection at a safe voltage rating. The bleeder 
tap should have a fairly hefty cap on it anyway, so any ripple coming 
down through the small resistors will get grounded through the tap 
filter cap.

I can copy the schematic out of a 555 manual for you but I think you will 
find it to be of limited value in trying to make the 555 Power Supply into 
something useful other than to power a 555 scope. The 555 power supplies, 
like most all the power supplies Tek built for scopes during that time (mid 
'60s), require a specific load within fairly tight limits in order to 
regulate at all. For example, if you did not have a 555 connected to the 
power supply AND a plugin plugged in each slot of the 555 scope, the power 
supply would not regulate. There are several power supplies in that box, 

but both the +100 and the -150 must be regulating for either one of them to 
regulate and both of them must work for the +225, +350, and +500 to regulate. 


Send me you mailing address and I will send you a schematic. 


You must have 555 power supplies and no 555 scopes? That means someone out 
there has a 555 without a power supply. They tend to get separated in 
surplus stores. The interconnecting cable seems to get lost, too.

I am looking for a couple of parts that were missing on the 32V-3 I 
picked up last weekend. 


1) small metal cover that covers the 110 volt terminals on the rear 


2) inside top metal mesh/cover(s) 


Some mods that were undocumented on this radio; 


1) a series of dropping resistors and cap coming off voltage reg tubes 
(OA2), wire goes to switch on front panel. 


2) a 1/4 inch jack, wire goes to meter switch the other wire goes nowhere. 


If anyone is familar with these mods please drop me a note. 


BTW I use a R-42 speaker with the Super-Pro 600 and SX-73. It works as 
good as it looks. On the R390 I use a old mono firebottle Radio Shack 
amp...two 6V6's, two 12AT7's. I keep my line out at three and use a variety 
of speakers. But a previous post noted distortion with using the line out 
on some speakers. I found this to be true on the "hi-fi" speakers (Advents 
and so on) so I use a old big box Hammarlund speaker and it matches up fine. 
The R390A and the R42 speaker works fine on voice but the R390A local audio 
out does not have enough power to do that speaker justice when listening to 
music...just my .02 worth.
